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PASSOVER EVE AND THE SEVEN DAYS ■ _ 

(This material was sent from our congregation in Israel) 

From the Torah we know of 3 Passovers namely: a) The Passover of Egypt, b) The 
Passover of the generations, c) The second Passover. 

A) The Passover of Eg ypt: 

This was the Passover sacrifice which the children of Israel slaughtered in Egypt on 
the fourteenth day of the month of Nisan at dusk; They ate it roasted on fire, hurriedly 
at the moment when they left Egypt after God had smitten the Egyptians with the tenth 
plague. The text states: " And the Eternal spake unto Moses and Aaron in the land of Egypt, 
saying,his month shall be unto you the beginning of months: it shall be the first month of the year to you. 
Speak ye unto all the congregation of Israel,saying, " In the tenth day of the month they shall take to 
them every man one of a flock. For the house of their fathers one of a flock for a house: And if the 
household be too little for one of a flock, let him and his neighbor next to his house take it according to 
the proportions of the souls; every man according to his eating shall make your count for the one of the 
flock.The one of the flock shall be without blemish, a male of the first year: ye shall take it from the 
sheep or from the goats: And it shall be in your keeping until the fourteenth day of the same month : 
and the whole congregation of Israel shall slaughter the flock at eventide. And they shall take the blood 
and strike it on the two side posts and on the lintel on the houses wherein they shall eat it.. And they 
shall eat the flesh in that night roast with fire and unleavened bread with bitter herbs they shall eat it. 
Eat not of it half done nor sodden at all with water, but roast with fire; its head with its legs and with 
the inward parts thereof; and ye shall not leave anything of it until the morning; and that which is left of 
it until the morning ye shall burn with fire. And thus shall ye eat it; with you loins girded, you shoes on 
your feet and your stick in your hand; and ye shall eat it in haste:-it is the Passover of the Eternal. For 
I will pass trough the land of Egypt this night and will smite all the firstborn in the land of Egypt both 
man and beast; and against all the gods of Egypt i will execute judgments; I am the Eternal. And the 
blood shall be to you for a sign upon the houses where ye are: And when I see the blood I will pass over 
you and the infliction shall not be upon you as a destroyer when I smite the land of Egypt.” . (Exodus 

XII, 1-13)

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B) The Passover of the generations: 


. This was the sacrifice that the children of Israel slaughtered in the Temple during the 
period of the Kingdom of Israel; it also took place on the fourteenth day of Nissan at 
dusk, and they ate it roast on fire after the blood of the sacrifice hand been sprinkled 
on the altar and the fat had been burned. The Scripture states:" Keep the month of Aviv, 
and observe the Passover unto the Eternal thy God: for in the month of Aviv the Eternal thy God brought 
thee forth out of Egypt by night.Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the Passover sacrifice unto the Eternal 
thy God, also the flock and the herd, Io the place which the eternal shall choose to establish his name 
there. Thou shall eat nothing leavened by it; seven days shalt thou eat unleavened bread by it, eve the 
bread of poverty; for thou calmest forth out of the land of Egypt al the days of thy life " (Deuteronomv 

XVI,1-3) 

Factors common to the Passover of Egypt and the Passover of the generations 

a- The sheep and goats that were sacrificed were male animals, free of blemish, b- It 
was not slaughtered while leaven was present but only after the leaven had been burnt, 
c- It was slaughtered at dusk and not eaten boiled but roasted on fire, d- No meat was 
taken outside and no bones were broken, e- Nothing of the sacrifice was left until the 
morning, f- It was not eaten by the uncircumcised even if he was an Israelite, g- It was 
not eaten by gentile, even if was circumcised. 

Cl The second Passover; 

The second Passover was celebrated in the second month of the year, i.e. on the 14th 
of Iyar. It was observed by people who were unclean (for as such they were forbidden 
to celebrate the 1st Passover) and by those who had been far away at the time of the 
Passover thus unable to celebrate the festival. 

The difference between the second Passover and the other two Passovers: 

a- The eating of the unleavened bread for seven days is not obligatory, b- The second 
Passover was not a holy convocation, c- The sacrifice was slaughtered in the presence 
of leaven. The remaining ordinances of the Passover of the generations and the second 
Passover are the same.

IN KARAISM

a group called SAMEK, Societe des Amis des Manuscrits Karaites, sent me a letter in December 1988 
/\in which they describe their function as a group who are interested in the Karaite literature that have 
been or remain to be edited and published. They also disclaim any exclusiveness or monopoly of 
representation. The president is Mr Charles Perrot. He is the “Directeur de PEcole des Langues 
Orientales Anciennes” where he teaches the Syriac language. Mr Henri Gazelles is vice-president. He is 
the director of studies in the “Ecole Pratique des Hautes Etudes”. And since many Karaite scholars 
used the Arabic language in their work, Mr Habib Tawa was chosen to be the secretary of this society.Mr 
Tawa holds a PH.D in history from the Sorbone and a PH.D in mathematics from the “Faculte des Sciences 
de Paris”. He also holds a diploma from “l’Ecole des Hautes Etudes en Science Sociale”Another person 
with the same diploma and a close friend with Mr S. Szyszman is Mr Victor Escroignard who became the 
treasurer.Mr Habib Tawa is assisted by Mr G.D. Sixdenier who holds a diploma of Semitic languages and 
is also the secretary of “La societee des Etudes Samaritaines”.This society plans to proceed in stages with 
their agenda. The intent is to work on many Karaite manuscripts that has not yet been edited. This letter 
was sent at random to almost 500 scholars, institutes and libraries all over the world.The letter ends by 
asking the reader to circulate it and ask for membership in the society which is offered free of charge for 
the year 1989.

Publications in the Science of Religions on Polish Karaite studies 
since 1918- 

A Bibliography By: Alexander Dubinski

You sail not stand against the blood of your neighbour (Leviticus 19,16) 
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Polish research in the field of Karaite studies have been conducted for more than half a century. The 
initiation of these studies in independent Poland was connected with the scientific work of Prof. Tudeusz 
Kowalski (1889-1913). In the 1920s, conditions were extremely favorable for Polish science to conduct 
such research. After Worldwar I, The majority of the Karaite settlement in East-Central Europe lay within 
the boundaries of Poland. The Karaite centers of Wilno,Troki near Wilno, Luck and Halicz should be 
mentioned. In 1924 the journal “Mysl Karaimska” (Karaite Thoughts) began to appear in Wilno.In this 
journal their were, among others, articles, reviews and short notes devoted to the problems of science of 
religions as well as translations of religious texts. A large number of religious texts was included in the 
collection edited by T. Kowalski. The author of the majority of the small literary work was Szymon 
Firkowicz, writer and Karaite religious leader in Troki. He was also the author and publisher of short 
Karaite prayers with polish translations. In 1928, Seraja Szapszal (1873-1961), author of many works 
including one from the science of religions, became the hakham, the religious and secular leader of the 
polish Karaites. He was instrumental in founding the Society of Friends of Karaite History and Literature 
in 1932. The author of numerous papers in Karaite studies was the Orientalist Prof. Ananiasz Zajaczkowski 
(1903-1970) who was also the editor of “Mysl Karaimska” which in 1948 became “Przeglad Orientalis- 
tyczny” a general periodical on Oriental studies. A. Zajaczkowski included prayers and religious hymns 
in his monograph on Polish Karaites.From 1931 to 1938, the first journal in the Karaite language"Karaaj 
Awazy" (The voice of the Karaite) was published in Luckin all, there were twelve issues and were 
published by Alexander Maedkowicz (1875-1944), an outstanding writer and very active in his field. 
Besides editing the journal, A. Mardkowicz was also the author of many texts in the Karaite language and 
published a collection of religious songs. After World War II, Warsaw, Wroclaw, Opole and Gdansk, 
Sopotand Gdynia became the main centers of the Karaites in Poland.Publication of Karaite studies 
sanctioned by the interwar tradition were continued. The accomplishments of Polish Karaite studies are 
significant;they have a long tradition. His first bibliography includes not only studies from the science of 
religions in the strict sense, but also the more important works from related fields. The bibliography 
registers items in the Polish language and also works of Polish writers that have been published in foreign 
languages at home as well as abroad. The list of publications are arranged alphabetically; if, however there 
is more than one work by any given author, they are subarranged chronologically by date of publication. 
All type of publications: monographs ( or their separate sections), articles in periodicals (beginning with 
biweekly), subject entries and biographical entries in encyclopedias and dictionaries, and more important 
reviews, have been taken into consideration. Attempts have also been made to resolve pseudonyms, the 
resolutions have been given in square brackets. Translations of the titles of Karaite works and periodicals 
into Polish are also given in square brackets. Round brackets enclose integral parts of the original titles 
given by the authors.
